Baltimore, No. 2, tunnel of the Del- 
aware and Hudson Co., near here, 
early today. A. car of-black powder 
attached to cars on which the men 
were riding' to their chambers in 
the mine exploded. An electric mo- 
tor drew the cars. 


The trolley wire broke and sparks 


ignited 
the 
powder. 
Men were 


blown everywhere, but ir.ost of the 
deaths were caused by fire and suf- 
focation. 


100 on Cars. . 


The accident occurred shortly be- 


fore 7 o'clock. A train of empty 
cars was sent to the mouth of the 
tunnel to take the men into 
-the 


chambers. 
One hundred men piled 


into the cars, which were drawn by 
an electric motor. Near the end of 
the train was a car of black powder. 


When 200 feet in the tunnel tha 


trolley wire broke. ar.d fell. Sparks 
ignited the' powder and instantly 
there was an explosion that sent the 
bodies of men flying in all direc- 
tions. The force was so terrific that 
it was heard throughout the great- 
er part of the city. 


Flame Loss Worst. 


Flames caused the greater loss of 


I life, many of

' burned to a crisp. Other men who

WASHINGTON—The Susan B. 


Anthony amendment to tho federal 
constitution, granting the right of 
suffrage' to women, was approved by 
the senate Wednesday by a vote of 
56 to 25, receiving two votes more 


j than the requisite two-thirds of the 
senators voting. 


As the amendment was approved 


by the house on May 21, it now goes 
at once to the state legislatures for 
ratification. 
There Is no limitation 


in the time of ratification and the 
eventual approval by tho necessary 
thirty-six legislatures of what will 
become the nineteenth amendment to 
the constitution is regarded as cer- 
tain. 


Unless, however, 
extraordinary 


sessions of many legislatures are 
called this year or next year, Susan 
B. Anthony's prediction that Ameri- 
can women would enjoy universal 
suffrage by 1920 appears unlikely 
of precise fulfillment. 
Only six leg- 


islatures are now in session, one of 
•them being Illinois, which has the 
opportunity of being the first iu 
ratify. 


Both Sides Are Confident 


Suffragists expect no difficulty in 


obtaining ratification in the twenty- ( 
eight states now possessing presi- 
dential suffrage and will concentrate 
their endeavors upon lining up at i 
least eight of the remaining twenty 
states. 


Anti-suffragists are confident that 


the amendment never will be ratified 
and will devote their efforts to hold- 
ing thirteen or more states in the 
negative column.

statement by all who had anything to do with the bond selling drive and who 


. was there that doubted it? Are they not as good as gold? Of course they are, 
but they are quoted on the market now below par. .Why?.

The bankers and trust companies are now offering and buying these bonds' 


for less than par. Are they worth less than par? Are they worth less than 
Swift and Company bonds or Armour Company bonds? If they are not as good 
as gold, if they are not worth par we want to know why and whether or not any 
one was looking forward t-e-the time when they could traffic in these bonds to 
the detriment of the poor who were induced to buy bonds from a patriotic stand- 
point when they were not able to do so, and whether or not some urged buying, 
with a view of getting hold of these "good as gold bonds" at 6% .or 1% off and 
whether it is not a fact that the bankers' association, by decree, could have 
kept these bonds at par and that they did not do -so because of the speculation 
and that it is a lack of pure Americanism, a lack of patriotism on their part. On 
the contrary, the man or company who would even offer to buy one of those 
bonds for less than par, are the ones who ought to be hauled about the streets in 
animal cages and exhibited as enemies to our country.

mals removed. Then the remaining ' 
animals are regularly tested to dis- 
cover the development of new cases. 
Following this careful elimination of 
infected animals no animals are per- 
mitted to enter the area which has 
not been carefully tested. By this 
method, similar by the way, to that 
by which the people of the Island of 
Jersey were able to keep their calves 
closely bred, by prohibiting the im- 
portation of cattle from any outside I ernment.
